O all Southern Pacific employes President 
A. D. McDonald has addressed the following

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PEAK VOLUME; REVENUE PER UNIT DOWN 


Pres. McDonald Says Railroads, Achieving Greatly Increas- 
ed Efficiency, Are Ready to Handle National Defense Load 


V OLUME of freight traffic handled 
by Southern Pacific lines in 1940 
was the greatest in the Company history, 
ton miles having exceeded even the heavy 
traffic volume of 1929, President A.D. 
McDonald said December 27 in a year- 
end review. 

“However,” he pointed out, “the Com- 
pany received about one-third of a cent 
less revenue on the average for each ton 
maile in 1940 than it did in 1929, equiva- 
lent to 2 reduction of 23 per cent. If the 
1940 revenue per ton mile had been the 
same as in 1929, freight revenues during 
the past year would have exceeded the 
total actually realized by more than 
$50,000,000.” 

Southern Pacific's passenger traffic, 
which comprises about 10 per cent of its 
total business, was less than in 1939 and 
was off 18 per cent as compared with 
1929, Mr. McDonald noted. Average 
revenue received per passenger mile was 
40 per cent fess than in 1929. 

American railroads are currently ren- 
dering the best service in history, Mr. 
McDonald said. “During the last decade, 
in spite of many difficulties, they have 
created a New Era in railroad transporta- 
tion,” he continued. “Evidence of this 
may be cited from our own records of the 
period since 1929. In freight train per- 
formance, measured by the number of 
gross ton miles handled hourly by the 
average freight train, efficiency was at an 
all-time high in 1940, exceeding per- 
formance of the year 1929 by 52 per cent. 
This showing was made possible by this 
combination: Increase of 28 per cent in 
average speed of freight trains, some 
being 40 to 75 per cent faster; increase 
of 18 per cent in the average tractive ef- 
fort of locomotives; increase in average 
capacity of freight cars; improved operat- 
ing methods; and increased cooperation 
of shippers in fuller loading and speedier 
Joading and unloading of cars. 

“In passenger service speed has in- 
creased, all principal trains are now air- 
conditioned, and the latest developments 
in the arts and sciences ate embodied in 
new equipment as it is ordered. 


Personalized Service 


“Especial effort is being made to 
adapt personal seivice as well as me- 
chanical facilities to the needs and de- 
sites of our customers. 

“Benefits from the New Era in rail- 
roading have gone to transportation 
users in the best service in history at the 
lowest average railroad rates in the 
world; to employes in highest wages 
in chistory;, and :to government in a 
substantial increase in the proportion 


of taxes paid to revenues received. 

“By contrast, the owners of our prop- 
erties, our stockholders, have received no 
dividends since 1932. 

“The basic problem of the raifroads— 
to bridge the gap between out-go and in- 
come—cannot be solved completely and 
permanently by the increased efficiency 
of operation, great though that has been 
and is; nor by such increased volume as 
the present. Fundamental conditions of 
regulation have to be more nearly equal- 
ized among various forms of transporta- 
tion so that the railroads may meet their 
competitors on fairly even terms. We are 
hopeful that operations of the new trans- 
portation act, passed by the Congress in 
1940, will help substantia!ly in this re- 
spect.” 

President McDonald said the railroads 


are confident of their ability to handle 
efficiently any added transportation load 
due to national defense activities with no 
more than the usual close margin of car 
supply that is to he expected at certain 
seasons in certain regions for special 
types of equipment. 


Improvements Continue 


“The railroads can take this extra load 
in stride,” he said, “largely as a result of 
improvements in equipment and methods 
that enable them to do a much bigger 
and better transportation job. 

“We are continuing to add equipment 
of the latest design, as funds permit and 
our best judgment dictates, and generally 
to improve the service. 

“We have on order 20 new stream- 
lined steam passenger locomotives cost-

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ing $3,500,000, for delivery in 1941, and 
have commenced taking delivery on our 
order for 2,540 new freight cars costing 
$7,750,000. 

“In our passenger service the year now 
ending was notable for the addition of 
a pair of new Daylights to the run be- 
tween San Francisco and Los Angeles, so 
that we now operate four of these very 
popular streamliners daily with depar- 
tures in the morning and at noon from 
each terminal. Continuing to experiment 
with low-priced coach and tourist- 
sleeper service, a new train, the Beaver, 
was placed in service between San Fran- 
cisco and Portland last June; it proved 
successful and is now considered a pet- 
manent addition to the run. Dec, 15 we 
joined the Rock Island in trying out oper- 
ation of a modern Lightweight extra fare 
train between Chicago and Phoenix, 
Arizona, via E] Paso and Tucson, largely 
to provide high type service for the grow- 
ing number of persons coming from the 
Midwest and East for winter vacations 
in the Southwest. 

“This general service improvement 
program will continue in 1941, when we 
will take delivery on 51 new lightweight 
streamlined passenger cars costing $3,- 
$00,000. From a pool of fine modern 
cars thus made available, our San Joa- 
quin, on the daytime run between San 
Francisco, Oakland and Los Angeles via 
the San Joaquin Valley, will be equipped 
with passenger cars similar to those of 
the Daylighis, and the consist of various 
other trains on the Coast and elsewhere 
will be improved. 

“Our current program includes plac- 
ing in service in 1941 a pair of 16-car 
streamlined Lars, costing $2,900,000, 
for the overnight run between San Fran- 
cisco and Los Angeles; and the Southern 
Pacific will join with the Union Pacific 
and Chicago & North Western in placing 
an additional 17-car City of San Fran- 


cisco streamliner, costing $2,000,000, on 
the San Francisco-Chicago run. 

“Without considering the cost of sleep- 
ing cars, all of which are owned by the 
Pullman Co., Southern Pacific's orders in 
1940 for equipment, new rail and track 
materials will amount to upwards of 
$18,000,000, which sum, when added to 
like expenditures to be made by other 
raileoads of the country, will help fur- 
ther national business recovery. 

“While we have been going ahead 
with these extensive improvements of 
service, we have also taken steps to re- 
lieve the burden of losses that have long 
resulted from certain phases of opera- 
tions, to eliminate Jines and services that 
have proved chronically unprofitable he- 
cause of lack of patronage. In connection 
with any further steps that may be taken 
in this direction, we expect to have the 
support of the public, as it is now gen- 
erally realized that transportation condi- 
tions have changed greatly, that we must 
change our services accordingly, and 
that services that do not pay their way 
ace a drag on our efforts to provide the 
best possible modern type of service.”

ECEMBER snows sent winter sports

In anticipation of one of the heaviest 
winter sports programs in history, more 
than $300,000 in improvements were 
added to the Norden-Sugar Bowl-Soda 
Springs - Donner region. These include 
added ski- tows, toboggan slides with 
pull-back facilities, snow shelters, warm- 
ing rooms, longer ski trails, better hous- 


ing, and increased snow sports areas in 
the West's greatest winter sports play- 
ground. 

SP has again put into effect its low 
roundtrip fares, also is operating the 
popular Snowball Specials, and has im- 
proved other weekend train service to the 
winter sports centers. 

For the benefit of those inveterate 
skiers who practically commute to the 
Sierra region, there are special low- 
priced “Skimute” tickets from SF Bay 
cities good for 90 days and ten rides in 
coaches, and cost $17.25. Berths are extra 
at regular rates. Also there are other 
special roundtrip rates for certain central 
California cities to Norden-Soda Springs. 

The Snowball Special, an exclusive 
coach and reclining chair car train with 
diner, is operated on regular schedule 
every Saturday night from the SF Bay 
cities, arriving at Norden at 6:45 a.m. 
Returning are trains at 3 and 4:30 p. m. 
SP has two departures from SF on Friday 
and Saturday nights for sleeping car and 
coach passengers. Two trains make later 
Sunday departures from Norden for 
sleeping car passengers who wish to ar- 
rive in the SF area Monday morning.

Operating Results for the 
Eleven-Month Period 


1OR the eleven months ended No- 
vember 30, 1940, Railway Operating 
Revenues of Southern Pacific Transpor- 
tation System amounted to $210,447,870, 
or $11,295,850 more than the revenues 
for same 1939 period; a 6% increase. 
During the same period Railway Oper- 
ating Expenses were $154,289,083, or 
$8,344,173 more than the expenses for 
same 1939 period; a 6% increase. 
Federal retirement and unemployment 
insurance taxes amounted to $6,044,678 
and other railway taxes $10,500,357; a 
total: of $16,545,035. After deducting 
these taxes and $11,555,906 of net rentals 
for use of equipment and joint facilities, 
there was left Net Railway Operating 
Income of $28,057,846, or $2,220,008 
more than the net railway operating in- 
come for the first eleven months of 

1939; a 9% increase. 

Out of Net Railway Operating Income, 
and Other Income consisting of divi- 
dends and interest on securities owned, 
tentals and miscellaneous income, must 
be paid the interest on bonds and equip- 
ment trust notes in the hands of the 
public, and other fixed charges. For the 
ten months ended October 31, 1940, the 
final result was a Net Income of $3,646,- 
679, which compares with a net income 
of $4,238,438 for the first ten months of 
1939. No dividends have been paid since 
January, 1932. The final result for the 
eleven months period of 1940, not avail- 
able as the Bulletin goes to press, will be 
shown in the next issue.

The line change, on a .3% grade, in- 
volved the moving of 3600 fect of track 
a maximum distance of 32 feet, and con- 
struction of two 30-foot fills. The two 
bridges were eliminated. 

The new 1260-foot channel shortens 
the river by 800 feet and was constructed 
on a broken grade so as to provide 
maximum velocity at the channel throat. 


Moved at Harney 


The channe! grade is approximately 28 
feet below the sub-grade of the track, is 
25 to 28 feet wide, and is designed to 
carry 15,000 second feet of water. Chan- 
nel excavation required movement of 
large amount of rock, maximum excava- 
tion depth on hill slope being 89 feet. 

During construction of the new rail- 
road grade and river channel, the nor- 
mally small flow of water was diverted 
through a wooden box beneath one 
bridge and a four-foot pipe culvert un- 
der the other bridge, the wooden culvert 
being used temporarily as an emergency 
outlet and later filled with rock. 

The 44 men employed on the job 
were housed and fed at a comfortable 
camp provided by Threlkeld Commissary 
Co. Aside from the sleeping quarters, the

camp included a large mess hall, kitchen, 
shower house with hot and cold water. 
Following general plans outlined by 
Chief Engineer W. H. Kirkbride, the 
channel change was surveyed in August 
by a party under supervision of Glen 
Maw with Instrumentman . P. Soder- 
holm and B. R. Tomlinson and Max 
Daley as rodmen. Foreman D. W. Jen- 
kins began erecting the camp on Sept. 
9, At same time equipment was unloaded 
and powder houses erected under direc- 
tion of Dan Higgins, with Maw assum- 
ing direct supervision of these activities 
as general foreman. The whole project 
began to move rapidly, with T. Caraway 
operating a 34-yard shovel, O. J. Bodie 
and G. Butler handling the bulldozer. On 
Sept. 16 P.O, Lakkin and J. O. Board- 
man began operating a two-yard shovel, 
and by Sept. 23 all equipment, including 
seven trucks, had been unloaded and ser- 
viced, and work was on double shift. 
With Sup’t L. P. Hopkins, Gen'l 
Track Inspector W. F. Monohan, Divi- 
sion Engineers Otis Weeks and F. A. 
Feikert on the job, the major track shift 
was made on Oct. 29 and Nov. 1. All 
available equipment was used to make 
this throw in the shortest possible time. 
From start to finish it required only five 
hours detouring of trains against current 
of traffic. Final polish was put on the 
track alignment by an extra gang under 
Foreman J. Reedy, aided by section 
workers from Harney, Palisade and 
Carlin, working under supervision of 
Roadmaster T. L, Williamson. Water 
was turned through the channel Dec. 4. 
The project required 73 working days 
with approximately 3150 man-days. Its 
rapid completion is a tribute to the close 
cooperation of all departments concerned. 


Medford‘s Pears: From the “orphan 
annie” of the pear world, to the basis of 
a great industry is the story of Med- 
ford’s “‘comice” pear, one of the finest of 
fruits but so large that it was difficult to 
market commercially. A few years ago 
the Holmes Bear Creek Orchards experi- 
mented with special gift boxes of comice 
pears. This year it required 100 PFE 
reefer cars to handle approximately 250,- 
000 of these gift boxes destined for all 
parts of the United States, Hawaii, 
Philippines, Cuba. Rate fruits, nuts, and 
other delicacies are now being added to 
some of these boxes. 


A Camera Lens was unloaded at San 
Jose recently with almost reverent care 
by SP freight force. Reason enough there 
was for caution as the lens was destined 
for the Lick Observatory to form the 
heart of the new $100,000 camera which 
will soon be used to make a complete 
astronomical map. This lens was com- 
posed of four pieces of glass made in 
Germany over two years ago-and ground 
to perfection in Pittsburgh.

Under the direction of Dis- 
trict Passenger Agent T. Louis Chess, 
a temporary ticket office, complete with 
phone connections, had been set up for 
the convenience of those passengers 
whose final destinations were other than

the Bay Area. Manned by Passenger 
Agents T. C. Keedy and W. H. Anderson 
of the DPO, this SP Ticket Office re- 
mained open until midnight Dec. 8 and 
all the next day. Alert, too, were men of 
the passenger rate desk and train service 
bureau, cooperating with those at the 
pier in giving travel information. 

Some idea of the activity at the pier 
can be gained by the fact that over eleven 
thousand pieces of luggage were un- 
Joaded and placed for custom inspection. 
Immediately adjacent to the ticket office 
special baggage checkers worked undet 
supervision of Gen'l Baggage Agt. C. G.. 
Shefhield and his ass’t, C. E. Loubert. 

Result of these far sighted prepara- 
tions: a goodly number of those dis- 
embarking from the Washington prompt- 
ly re-embarked . , . this time on SP trains 
to travel SP routes.
